The applicant argues that based on the foregoing, it is respectfully requested that the finality of the outstanding office action be 
withdrawn, and for this amendment to be treated as response to a non-final office action. 
The argument has been fully considered but it is not persuasive because: 

In the office action dated June 10, 2005, regarding claim 2, the examiner recited that Kweon et al. disclose a first conductor layer 150, a 
second conductor layer 24 and a third conductor layer 40. Regarding claim 5 (claim 5 depended only on claim 1), the examiner recited 
that Kweon et al. disclose a barrier layer 150 and a first conductor layer 24. In the amendment dated September 12, 2005, claim 5 had 
been amended to depend on claim 2 instead of claim 1. The amended claim 5 comprises the limitations of claims 1 and 2. Layer 150 of 
Kweon et al. reference can not recited for both a first conductor layer and a barrier layer for the amended claim 5. Therefore, the 
amended claim 5 necessitated the new ground of rejection and the previous office action was proper to made final. 

The applicant argues that the alleged lead 24 of Kweon et al. merely protrudes vertically from the groove portion without any lateral 
portion. 

The argument has been fully considered but it is not persuasive because Kweon et al. (U.S. Pat. 5900676) clearly disclose that a lead 24 
having a portion which protrudes from the groove portion laterally onto the surface of the lead frame body, the lead being made of 
material different from material of the lead frame body (fig. 11, column 5, lines 15-18). 
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
